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Liquid Air and its Uses. 


If Engineer Oscar P. Ostergren suc- 
ceeds as well in his latest endeavor as 
he has in his earlier work since he came 
to this country, there will soon’ be a 
plant running in this city which will 
make liquid air so rapidly that it will 
gush from the outlet pipe of the ma- 
chine as mountain streams gush from 
clefts in the native rock. If two runs, 
peeieinaty to a regular time trial, the 
iquid air has been made at the ratio 
of 15000 gallons a day, and upon the oc- 
ecasion of the first trial it was demon- 
strated that it was possible with the 
same machine to reduce the tempera- 
ture of the liquefied air to about 400 de- 
grees below zero and to freeze into 
snow. That result was disastrous how- 
ever, for it clogged the machine in such 
@ way as to restrict the circulation of 
air within it, bursting that part of the 
machine in which the air was frozen 
and destroying it. 

Mr. Ostergren’s successes in other di- 
rections have been noticable, and as he 
is still a young man there is good rea- 
son not only to believe that he will 
bring liquid air into commercial use for 
many purposes but that he may add in 
other ways to the remarkable inven- 
tions which have made this the most 
wonderful age of the world. He came 


‘to this country from Sweden seven or 


eight years ago, and is now about 33 
years old. The first work that showed 
his exceptional ability was the design- 
ing of the steam launch Ellide which 
made a world’s record when she was 
sent out for a preliminary trial trip 
on June 18 1897 runing a measured mile 
at the rate of 36 1-2 miles an hour and 
this speed she is said to have exceeded 
by three miles an hour upon her later: 
trials. 

Almost up to the time of the first 
trial of the Ellide the best speed that 
had been obtained on the water was 
about 30 miles an hour, and few per- 
sons were sanguint enough to expect 
materially higher speed except by grad- 
ual advances. Butt in the spring of 1897 
the world learned of the wonderful per- 
formances of the 100-foot long, steam 
turbine driven boat Turbinia built by 
Charles Parsons of Great Britain. Even 
after it was known that she had obtain 
ed a speed of 87 3-4 miles an hour it 
was not expected that any boat driven 
by the older type of engines could reach 
any such speed. Suddenly however the 
Elide made her appearance and with a 
length on the water line of only 80 feet 
she soon passed the record Since that 
time one other boat the Hai Lung, a 
torpedo boat destroyer, built by the 
Schichau works at Elbing, Germany, 
for ‘the Chinese navy has exceeded the 
speed of the Ellide making at the rate 
of 35.2 knots, om40.8 miles an hour, but 
she is the only :one, although there are 
a number now building which are in- 
tended to do even better. 

When E. Burgess Warren of Philadel- 
phia gave the order to Charles D. Mosh 
er for the Ellide it was with a proviso 
that made the designing of the little 
vessel a most interesting problem in 
naval engineering. Mr. Warren had 
spent considerable 'time fishing on Lake 
George and had become annoyed at 
having a large number of other persons 
run past him in launches fasrer than 
his own. He determined to have some- 
thing which could show its heels to any 
other craft. Mr. Mosher had already 
won a reputtation for fast launches and 
Mr. Warren went to him for the new 

boat. The Fefseen was Mr. Mosher’s 
fastest production before the’ Ellide 
came out, and she was credited with a 
speed of 30 miles an hour. After talking 
over what Mr. Warren wanted it was 
decided that his craft should be about 
75 or-80 feet long and as fast as Mr. 
Mosher could make her, with a guaran- 
tee that she should make at least 380 
miles an hour. For this ‘the contract 
price was $30,000 and Mr. Mosher was to 
get $1000 premium for each mile of 
speed which she developed beyond 380 
miles an hour, This was the form in 
which the problem came into the hands 
of Mr. Ostergren who was at that 'time 
in Mr, Mosher’s employ as engineer and 
designer. So far as general design of 
the hull was concerned there was not 
much to be done except to adopt the 
lines already marked vut, which are ac- 
cepted today as the best as they were 
then, 

A hull 30 feet long on the water line 
and 8 feet four inches in beam was de- 
cided upon and then carne the problem 
of getting everything down to the 
lightest possible weight, and combining 
with this ‘tthe greatest possible driving 
power in boiler and engines. Speed with 
other conditions equal, depends upon 
driving power and the amount of this 
power to each ton of weight carried in- 
power to drive a certain boat ten miles 
an hour it will take 800 horse power 
to double the speed. 

When the Ellide was finally 
ready, she weighed complete, 
only sixteen tons, and in strict racing 
rig could be got down to fourteen tons 
and her boilers and engines could de- 
velop §00 horse power or more than 50 
horse power to the ton of displacement 
Her boilers and engines weighed only 


25 pounds to the horse power, and the 
whole boat in racing trim only thirty- 
five pounds to the horse power. 

While Mr. Ostergren was with Mr. 
Mosher he designed another boat, 


which he says he has never yet heard 


of in importance, but.,which was in- 
tended greatly to exceed the Ellide both 
in speed and comparative lightness, 


This boat was for Francis P. Magoun 
of this city, and was to be only 40 feet 


long, while intended to attain a speed 
of between 40 and 50 miles an hour, The 
entire boat was to weigh two tons and 
was to have 400 horse power and ready 
for service would weigh only three 


tons or fifteen pounds per horse power, 
She was to carry steam at 600 pounds 
pressure to the suare inch and to use 
this through a quadruple expansion en- 
gine which was so delicately designed 
that it would weigh only two pounds 
per horse power. Ordinary yacht en- 
gines weight about 15 pounds per horse 
power, and those for big steamers 
weigh double that. Mr. Ostergren says 
says that this boat would have been 
three pounds to the horse power lighter 
than Maxim's flying machine. After 
Mr. Ostergren left Mr. Mosher’s em- 
ployment he designed the United States 
torpedo boat destroyer Bailey for Chas. 
Seabury & Co., The Bailey is 208 feet 
long 19 feet beam and of 245 tons dis- 
placement and is intended to attain a 
speed of 32 knots. She has 600 horse 
power. Mr. Ostergren says that the 
Bailey is novel in design throughout, 
being the first of the United States tor- 
pedo boats or destroyers not built af- 
ter European designs. 

Mr. Ostergren declares that the limit 
of speed for vessels driven by steam has 
been nearly reached but that he expects 
to see vessels driven In other ways 
built before many years to make 60 


. 


small propellers: instead of one large 
engine screw. Then instead of using 
one large engine to drive eacn shaft I 
would.divide the power production into 
small units extending these small en- 
gines for a long distance within, the 
ship.- By doing this the vibrations 
would be broken up by the mutual in- 
terference of their waves, and I think 
it. would be possible to get power 
enough to drive a boat &t the rate of 
sixty miles an hour across the ocean. ” 

A proper hull for a sixty mile ship 
he said, would in theory have to: be 
about thirty times. as long as it was 
wide, but this would be out of the ques- 
tion;' He thinks it might be possible 
to’modify the present ten to one pro- 
portions for express steamers so that 
a length of 15 or 16 to one in breadth 
could be obtained. Such boats would 
carry only a limited number of first 
class passengers and mail or express 
matter. Mr. Ostergren says that he has 
been greatly misquoted as regards the 
possibilities of liquid air for commercial 
uses. ‘Our plant,” he said, ‘is not in- 
tended for any direct commercial pur- 
pose. It is being built in order to dem- 
onstrate the possibility of producing 
liquid air in great quantities at a low 
cost, to enable us to arrive with cer- 
tainty at its cost and then— through 
having at.hand large quantities of l- 
quid air—to learn how it can be | best 
handled and kept and to develop uses 
for it if such can be found.” 

At present Mr. Ostengren figures that 
a gallon of liquid air can be made with 
ithe expenditure of 21-2 horse power 
hours and that a fair price at which 
it may be retailed would be ten cents 
a gallon. That it can be used for cool- 
ing and refrigerating purposes there is 
no question, but Mr. Ostergren says 
that for producing temperatures from 
zero up its use would not be nearly so 
economical as the use of ordinary re- 
frigerating apparatus. Still there are 
places such as fruit storage houses 
where its higher cost might be more 
than offset by its purity and dryness, 
and Mr. Ostergren believes it could be 
used to great advantage for ice cream 
freezing and also by undertakers. For 
cooling houses too it may have a use. 
According to Mr. Ostergren’s figures a 
gallon of liquid air at 312 degrees below 
zero will expand to about 800 ‘times that 
bulk or to about 100 cubic feet in the 
gaseous form, and still be at the same 
temperature. It would tthen be. capable 
of cooling 37 times its own bulk of other 
air 10 degrees from 70 degrees to 60 de- 
grees. He is now making a cooling fan 
for a room which will have a reservoir 
for liquid air and be driven by the air 
as it escapes. Mr. Ostergren suggests 
that it would be possible to supply cool 
air for the household by connecting 
such a fan with the ordinary hot air 
pipes of a house and having it drive 
cold air into the rooms through the 
radiators, or ‘that syecial pipes could be 
built into houses for this purpose. 

The fact however that by reducing 
air either to the liquid point or near 
that makes it possible to separate it 
mechanically into its cuenstituent gases, 
opens a field which to Mr. Ostergren’s 
mind is fully as important as that laid 
oper by the making of liquid air. Air 
consists of about three parts of nitrogen 
to one of oxygen, and at ordinary tem- 
peratures the specific gravity of both 


is so nearly the same that they remain. 


intimately mixed. But when their tem- 
perature is brought down to about the 
liquefying point the difference becomes 
perceptible, and Mr. Ostergren says 
that it is possible to separate them by 
gravity in a centrifugal machine, as 
cream is separated from milk, or«the 
oxygen can liquefied leaving the nitro- 
gen free. If pure oxygen can be produc- 
ed at a low cost there are many uses 
already known for it in the arts and 
many others would develop. It can be 
used to refine sugar, to turn wool fat 
and other foul greases into valuable 
oils and to purify sewage. It is the pure 
oxygen which can also be- used in con- 


nection with carbon or a hydrocarbon,, 


such as alcohol, to take ‘the place of 
gunpowder as an explosive for guns or 
shells, 

Mr. Ostergren has already applied for 
patents for a gun-and shell, in which 
alcohol or charcoal and liquid oxygen 
are to be used for the charges. In the 
gun alcohol would be used because it 
makes no smoke while in the shell char- 
coal would do for the more smoke made 
about the enemy’s position the better. 
By this system.a plant in a_ fort or 
aboard ship would produce the liquid 
oxygen as it is needed, and pipes would 
take the charge of oxygen and alcohol 
to the breech of the gun. The turning 
of two cocks would charge the gun af- 
ter the shell was inserted while the load 
ing of the shells would be equally easy. 

Another idea which Mr. Ostergren 
is developing is the use of liquid air as 
a means to facilitate the long distance 
transmission of electric currents. The 
great bug-bear:itoday in distributing 
electric power is the resistance of the 
conductors which either requires the 
use of extremely high voltages which 
have again to be reduced for use, or the 
use of great quantities of expensive 
metal in the conductors. It is a well 
known fact that pure metals at the 
temperature of liquid air have almost 
no electrical resistance. . Ostergren 
has designs for an electric conductor, 
which shall be kept at this low tem- 
perature by liquid air under conditions 
which he believes would be both prac- 
tical and economical. Such w conductor 
he thinks would enabie a current to be 
transmitted as readily from Niagara 
Falls to this city as from the Fails to 
Buffalo. : 

“These,” said Mr. Osteragren, “are 
but suggestions as to the possible uses 
of liquid air and the other products of 
the liquefying process. They may be 
developed and they may not. The 
thing of value which we are doing now 
is to maket he liquid. After that hun- 
dreds of persons will come forward to 
develop the uses for it. It is possible al- 
so, that tthe free nitrogen after it is 
separated from the oxygen of the air 
may be used to produce ammonia. If 
this were accomplished it would solve 
another of the great problems of ‘the 
world toward food production for the 
worn out fields only need ammonia to 
make them bloom again and become 
productive.’"—N. Y. Sun.

Losses From Lightning 


Few questions are of greater interest, 
whether considered from a practical or 
theoretical standpoint than the mani- 
festations of energy in lightning dis- 
charges. The practical side of the 
problem appeals directly toa great por- 
tion of the population, but more espe- 
cially to the people who live in the 
country and the smaller towns and vil- 
lages. By the practical side is meant 
a working knowledge of the character 
of the lightning flash, the kind. of ob- 
ject most frequently struck, methods of 
protection and the distribution of de- 
structive flashes both in time.and over 
space. 

It would be of manifest advantage to 
know the precise character of the ordi- 
nary lightning flash—whether, for ex- 
ample, it approximates a condition of 
steady flow or partakes of an oscilla- 
tory character, i. e., a current which 
rapidly reverses its direction. A better 
knowledge than we now possess of the 
kind of object most. frequently struck 
whether tree, dwelling house or barn, 
might be the means of saving human 
life. If, for example, certain trees are 
more apt to be struck by lightning than 
others, they should be avoided as a 
place of shelter in time of thunder- 
storm. There are other lines of inquiry 
in which greater precision ot methods 
and devices would yield valuable re- 
turns. 

A little over a year ago. the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, through its 
Weather Bureau, undertook the collec- 
tion of statistics of loss of life and 
property; especially in farming com- 
munities, by lightning. The results of 
.the first year’s work .and considerable 


} information of a general character are 


given in bulletin No. 26 of the Weather 


-| Bureau just issued. . The bulletin con- 


sists of two.parts. The first is largely 
devoted to a discussion of the electrifi- 
cation of the atmosphere and_ the 
methods of investigation that have 
been pursued by different experiment- 
ers. The application of the knowledge 
thus gained to the construction of ap- 
paratus for ‘protection from lightning is 
reviewed, and finally, methods of. pro- 
tection are discussed and rules for the 
erection of lightning rods are given. 
The latter are intended only for the 
guidance of persons desiring to erect 
rods themselves, but more particularly 
for those who may contract with others 
to do the work for them. It is quite es- 
sential that every person who feels the 
need of a lightning rod” should. know 
himself whether or not it has been 
properly constructed and placed upon 
his premises. 

Part II, by Alfred J. Henry, contains 
a summary of loss of life and property 
in the Tnited States by lightning dur- 
ing previous years. The statistics are 
not by any means complete, especially 
as regards the loss of live stock by 
lightning. The fact of greatest Impor- 
tance developed thus far in the inquiry 
is that about one,third of all the cases 
of fatal lightning stroke on live stock 
in the fields occurred in the immediate 
vicinity of wire fences;.. indeed, there is 
evidence that in some cases lightning 
struck the fence at some distance from 
the place where the stock was killed. 
‘The statistics incomplete as they doubt- 
less are, show that the farmers of the 
country lost by lightning alone during 
1898 live stock valued at about $50,000. 

During the same time there were over 
1800 cases of destructive lightning 
strokes on buildings. causing a money 
loss of about $1,500.000. Three hundred 
and sixty-seven lives were lost and 494 
persons were more or less severely in- 
jured by lightning stroke. The .killed 
were in various conditions of environ- 
ment—in dwellings, barns, under trees, 
and in the open. More people were 
killed under trees than in the open. It 
is not safe to seek shelter from @ thun- 
derstorm under a tree. 

The regions of greatest danger from 
lightning stroke appear to be in Wyom- 
ing, Montana, Colorado, and North Da- 
kota, although more extended records 
are required before a definite expres- 
sion on this question can be given. The 
statistics confirm the general belief that 
danger from lightning stroke is least in 
closely built cities and greatest in the

PRESERVED STRAWBERRIES. 

To one pound of berries use three- 
fourths of a pound of sugar, in layers 
(no water). Place in a kettle on back 
of the stove until the sugar is dissolved 
Into syrup; then let come to a boil, stir- 
ting from the bottom. Spread -on plat- 
ters, not’ too thickly, and set out! in the 
hot sun till the syrup thickens—rit may 
‘take two or three days.

@ saucepan put one tablespoonful of 
dried raw ham, one tablespoonful dried 
bacon, two slices onion, one sprig of 
parsley, one-half of a bay leaf. Cover 
und heat slowly until the. bacon is tried 
out and the fat browned; add one tea- 
apoonful of butter, amd when well 
browned one tablespoonful of flour. Stir 
until all is well colored, add one and one- 
half cupfuls of strong stock, and stir un- 
til thick. Season to taste and simmer 
for half an hour, Skim and strain. 
When the scuabs have cooked for halt 
an hour add one-half of this sauce and 
cook for half an hour longer, Put the 
remainder of the sauce at the side of 
the fire, adding to it one-half of a 
cupful of canned mushrooms or one 
dozen fresh ones, broken into small 
pieces, When the birds are tender, as 
they should be at the .end of an hour’s 
cooking, take the casserole from the 
oven, lift out and transfer the squab to 
a hot dish. Strain the sauce, add to it 
that containing the mushrooms, and 
pour it over the birds. 


MACARONI WITH CODFISH. 

Soak one-half of a pound of codfish 
over night, drain, and break it Into small 
flakes, removing any skin and bones, 
and steam it until tender. Ona platter 
arrange a layer of the macaroni, then a 
layer of-the fish; add a few slices of hard- 
boiled eggs, then another layer of the 


macaroni and the fish, and set it over a | 


steamer while preparing the sauce. In 
a saucepan put one tablespoonful of but- 
ter, and one of flour, one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful each of salt and pepper; stir 
over the fire until mixed; add a cupful 
of milk and stir until it is smooth and 
thick, Pour it over the fish and maca- 
roni, sprinkle with finely chopped 
parsley and serve. 


STRAWBERRY JELLY. 

One quart strawberries, one large cup 
sugar, Juice of one lemon, two-thirds of 
a package gelatine soaked in one cup 
cold water, one pint boiling water; mash 
the berries and strain through a ccarse 
muslin, Mix sugar and lemon juice with 
the soaked gelatine, pour over the boiling 
water,stir until clear,then strain through 
a flannel bag.

-Wet a mold with a cylinderin the cen- 
ter, pour in the jelly and set on ice to 
form. When serving fill the center with 
sweetened whipped cream, 


CRUMPETS. 

Melt one small tablespoonful of lard; 
edd to it one egg and one and one-half 
gills milk, Beat well, then add one-halt 
teaspoonful salt, one teaspoonful sugar, 
one and one-half te&spoonfuls baking 
powder sifted with two and one-half gills 
of flour. Bake in mu@ffinirings in a very 
hot oven at once for five minutes. This 
quantity makes six:crumpets. ‘The se- 
cret of success is quick making and quick 
baking. 


STRAWBERRY SHERBERT. 
One quart of berries, mashed; sprinkle 
over with one pint of sugar, add the juice 
of one lemon, and a half pint of water, 
in which has been dissolved a tablespoon- 
ful of gelatine.

A terribly sad accident occurred last 
Saturday morning when Miss Elizabeth 


Cooper Craik, the daughter of Mr. and. 


Mrs. James Craik of Mineral street, Ab- 
bott Village, was burned so badly as to 
cause her death. ~To make the affair 
still more tragic and hard was the. fact 
that Miss Craik, who was’ afflicted ‘with 
heart d 
er and-better recently. . had 

Tt is hot, known exactly how. the. acci- 
dent happened but it is thought that the 


‘girl got up. for some purpose about 2.30 


o’clock. Desiring to light a lamp, and 
not having one in her room, she struck a 
match to find her way into the next 
room. The theory is that she was taken 
with a fainting spell, to which she is 
subject,.and sat. down in a chair when 
the match dropped into ler lap. As she 
wore anight gown of cotton, or outing 
flannel, which is very inflammable, it 
would not take long for her clothing to 
catch. 

The heat probably restored her to con- 
sciousness as she screamed and ran down 
stairs where her father, who had been 
aroused, tore her burning apparel from 
her and wrapped her ina quilt. He left 
her on his bed while he ran upstairs to 
see if the house was on fire, but such 
was not the case. One of the unfortunate 
girl’s brothers ran for a physician and 
Doctors Conroy and Leitch responded, 
They did everything possible to relieve 
her sufferings but without avail as she 
passed away at 9.30 o’clock Saturday 
morning. 

She was not burned below the knees, 
while her bowels and hands caused the 
most intense pain and seemed to have 
the worst burns. . 

Mrs. Craik, her mother, was away at 
the time, having gone to Oak Island for a 
little vacation and she did not return 
until Saturday afternoon. It was a ter- 
rible blow to the whole family and. a 
shock to the entire community. 

Up toa very few moments before her 
death the poor - girl was conscious and 
had Rey. F. A. Wilson; in the absence of 
her’ own pastor, Rev. Mr. Palmer, with 
her until she died. She could not herself 
tell what caused the fire. 

The funeral was held from the Epis- 
copal church, of which Miss Craik was a 
member, at 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon, 
Rev. Frederic Palmer officiating.

washing machines are situatéd at the 
left of this room and over them are two 
tanks for hot and eold water with a 
capacity of 400 gallons; These are 
necessary in order’ to have plenty of 
water, and at the right temperature for 
a quick thangé, thereby doing the work 
faster and better. 

The Crawford extractor, which takes 
the place of a wringer, occupies the cen- 
tral floor space. It makes 1400 revolu- 
tions a minute and extracts the water 
from the clothes by centrifugal force.

Lightning’s Pranks. 


An official attached to the weather 
bureap has kept, during the past four- 
teen ‘years, all of the best authenticated 
accounts coming under his eye of the 
pranks of lightning: throughout the 
world. One of the facts to be deducted 
from the great mass of stories about 
the electricity of the neavens is that 
lightning cannot be dodged or avoided. 
There are many accounts of lightning 
striking and killing timid women who 
had taken refuge under beds or in 
closets. In most of these cases it is 
shown that the persons who have re- 
mained in the rooms abandoned by the 
victims thus killed while seeking safety 
have escaped unharmed. The state of 
Kansas seems to have the palm for the 
flerceness of its electrical storms, with 
all of the states of the Missouri and 
Mississippi valleys following close be- 
hind, An army officer riding from. 
Leavenworth to Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., in August, 1889, was shocked 
three times by bolts striking near him. 
He saw nine huge trees riven by sep- 
arate bolts. His horse died later from 
the electrical shocks, while the officer 
himself suffered no tnjury ‘of_any im- 
portance. There are \stories of three 
women, one in Kansas, one in Arkan- 
sas, and one in Missouri, having been 
struck dead by lightning while carrying 
infants in their arms, the young ones 
escaping unharmed in each case, A 
young man in central Illinois was fool- 
ing with a mastiff dog during the pro- 
gress of an electrical storm. The dog 
was struck dead by a bolt, nearly all 
of the hair being burned from its body, 
while the young man was only mildly 
shocked. A farmer was kissing -his 
wife good-by before starting for the 
county fair, when he was struck dead 
by a bolt of lightning, His wife’s hair 
was consumed by the same, but she 
was otherwise uninjured. Three 
drunken farmhands returning from a 
dance, all arm-in-arm, in eastern Ne- 
braska, wer overtaken by an electrical 
storm on the road. The man in the 
middle was killed by a bolt. His two 
companions wer knocked senseless, but 
quickly recovered, They found them- 
selves compltely sober when they came 
to. 

A letter carrier in Kansas City was 
handling a woman servant a letter at 
the basement door when a bolt of light- 
ning struck between them. They were 


both rendered unconscious by the 
shock, but both were brought around 
all right. The letter was consumed. 


Two farmhands engaged in ploughing 
in a 160-acre plot in South Dakota 
were killed by lightning within’ three 
minutes, Three young kittens playing 
in a back yard in Independence, Mo., 
were struck by lightning. One of them 


was killed the other two being only 
singed. A German named Bitzen, 
(which means lightning in -our lan- 


guage), was struck and killed by a bolt 
while talking about his queer name with 
a party of friends in a tavern in central 
Arkansas. The shop of a bird fancier in 
Chicago was struck by a bolt. Of two 
Parrots in one cage, one was’killed and 
the other permanently blinded, besides 
being renderea deaf and dumb. A gang 
of circus hands were trying to round-up 
an escaped tiger in a Missouri town, 
when the tiger was truck dead by 'light- 
ning. During a running race at an Illi- 
noijs county fair, in which eleven horses 
were competing for the purse, the win- 
ning horee.was struck dead instantly 
after having won the race by a head at 
the wire, None of the other horses, 
most of which were close up at the fin- 
ish, was hurt at all. q 

An Indiana fiddler was playing at a 
country dance, having a seat on the 
porch for the sake of the coolness 
thereof. His violin was knocked into 
kindling wood by a bolt of lightning, 
while he himself was only mildly 
shocked. A chicken hawk was struck 
dead while just in the act of swooping 
upon a flock of hens on an Iowa farm. 
None of the hens was hurt. A loco- 
motive engineer was truck dead, while 
seated in his cab maktng a short 
freight run in Colorado, his fireman not 
even being shocked. A dozen girls in 


an Ohio seminary were shocked by a 
bolt of lightning whhe seated in a par- 
lor. The same bolt killed e of the 
teachers at the other end of e build- 
ing. A Tennessee farmer w feeding 
his hogs, standing in-the mif@le of the 
pen, when he was hit by\@ bolt of 
lightning an? instantly k d. The 


hogs were not injured at arl “An elderly 
woman praying all alone in a little 
chapel in a small Kentucky town was 
struck dead ‘by lightning. The chapel 
was set on fire and consumed. 

A Memphis woman was curling her 
hair with curling irons when a bolt of 


lightning came through the window 
and knocked her curling irons out of 
her hand, She was rendered uncon- 
scious. When she came to she found 
the curling irons at the far end of the 
room. ‘They were almost red hot, and 
had burned a hole in the carpet where 


they rested. <A bolt of Nghtning pene- 
trated a cryelone cellar in. Kansas, in 
which a family of four hdd taken 
refuge, and all were killed. 

A captive balloon, the‘ largest ever 
manufactured, was struck by lightning 
in Chicago about elght years ago, and 
two of the aeronauts were killed. Cir- 
cus tents have ben nit by lightning 
bolts on numerous occasions, generally 
with a comparatively Small loss of 
life, considering thé size of the assem- 
blages under the tents. A man who was 
struck by lightning in western . New 
York state while walking through a 
forest had the outlines of two perfect 
trees indelibly stamped in red on his 
back, but he was not seriously hurt. 
To all intents and«purposes the lightt- 
ning branded him. :

Our Trade With Australia. 


In the fiscal year 1894, the total ex- 
ports of American produce and mer- 
chandise to Australia were of the value 
of $8,100,000; in 1895 they were $9,000,000; 
in 1896 they were $12,700,000; in 1897 they 
were $17,400,000; and in 1898 they were 
$18,000,000, showing an increase of more 
than 100 per cent in five years, while the 
imports to the United States from Aus- 
tralia were less in 1898 than in 1893, 1896 
or 1897, These conditions seem unu- 
sual in view of the fact that Australia 
is an English colony, the chief mercan- 
tile business of which is done with the 
home country, and under trade. and 
other conditions which are naturally 
more favorable to the interchange of 
products, agricultural or manufactured, 
with England than with the United 
States. 

The chief item of American exporta- 
tion to Australia is petroleum, the aver- 
age exportation of which to Australia 
from the United States amounts to 
about 15,000,000 gallons a year, though 
recently that sum has been exceeded. 
The value of exports of American pe- 
trolium to Australia is now about $2,0u0- 
000. A considerable item of exporta- 
tion, and one in which the most marked 
increase is shown, is that of railroad 
cars and carriages. This item has in- 
creased from. $175,000 in 1894 to $1,275,000 
in 1868. The trade in tobacco with Aus- 
tralia is considerable, notwithstanding 
the proximity of the Philippine Islands 
and Sumatra, in which fine tobacco is 
produced in abundance. The American 
trade with Australia amounts to more 
than $1,000,000 a year in cigars and to 
about a quarter of a million dollars a 
year in leaf and smoking tobacco, Sew- 
ing machines to the value of $300,000 a 
year are exported to Australia and agri- 
-cultural implements to the amount of 
nearly $500,000. 
has been steadily increaging of recent 
-years. The Australian market for 
American machinery has about tripled 
in three years. The exportations of 
wire have increased since 1894 from 
1,975,000 pounds to 13,000,000, and it may 
interest some of the critics of American 
commerce in other countries to know

In marble and stone it has 
tripled; in musical instruments it has 
increased 60 per cent; in tinware it has 
doubled, in fishery products in has in- 
creased 75 per cent, the chief item of 
which is American canned salmon, 
Quite.a considerable item of American 
trade with Australia is in lamps and 
chandeliers, and since the large devel- 
opment of the American lumber indus- 
tries upon the Pacific coast there hag 
been a very large increase in the expor- 
tations fram Pacific ports to Australia 
of American planks and timber. 

The development of. American trade 
in. the Pacific and in Oceanica through 
the acquisition of colonial possession 
cannot fail, it is believed, to add to the 
volume of American business with Aus- 
tralia, already increasing. The chief 
yitem of importation is now wool; other | 
imports from Australia into the United 
States are gold, (in some years), hides, 
chemicals, tin and coal, but there is 
practically no business done by Austra- 
lia in manufactured articles with the 
United States, though Australit is on’ 
the highway of American commerce 
from and to the Pacific ocean ports.

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Shave or Tragedy. 


Considering its remoteness and iusig- 
nificance Apia has a respectable popu- 
lation of men who have been in New 
York. Their recollections range even as 
the men vary. The manager of the Ger- 
man firm has a brother in this city. 
The doctor of the same commercial en- 
terprise used to come to Hoboken a 
score of years ago as a surgeon on a 
North German Lloyd liner and from 
Hoboken he sometimes came to the 
town over the river. In the remote parts 
of Savaii is a former tenor of German 
opera who is no more now than a 
copra buyer; but he recalls the pleas- 
ures of New York. There is a political 
grocer and imppesario of freaks who 
prags of his ability to go into any newS8- 
paper office in New York and “sit down 
and write two or three’ columns fort the 
boys, and they tumble ‘all over them- 
selves to print it.” So on down the scale 
range the recollections on the Apia 
beach of those who know New York. 
As interesting as any are the reminis- 
censes of the local barber who never

The other 
perils were encountered only by men, 
for no woman had ever had the hardi- 
hood to venture on the employment of 
the barber’s skill.

‘ment. There was 0 much uncertainty 
they ‘said that it was exciting.

The 
beautifully cCnstructed residences, with 
well kept grounds, are good to look upon 
on the one side, while on the other, the 
rugged coast, indented,.and worn by the 
bld Mother Ocean, 
with all its indescribable grandeur and 
the centuries which have 
passed over it, makes.one fairly hold his 
breath and exclaim with the pleasure. of 
it. The scene resembles the Cliff walk 
at Newport, Kh. 1., to a great extent. 

Well down the coast is Blowing Cave, 
where at nearly high tide, the waves as 
they roll in compress the air which in its 
turn expely the water, blowing it as a 
tine spray high in the air, while the sun, 
shining upon it, causes iridescent hues to 
shimmer among the drops. 

On the other side of the river, a wide 
beach of tine, hard sand stretches away 
toward York, affording excellent facil- 
ities for bathing and driving. The river 
itself, alone can furnish unlimited enjoy- 
ment with its possibilities for canoeing, 
rowing and sailing. The wooded banks 
above the town bridge are admired by 
t'10se who make the up river trip by boat. 
Most of the boating follows the in-going 
and out-going of the tide; the ascent 
being made when the tide is flowing in, 
and the return on the ebb. 

The village proper is much to be ad- 
mired. The old bridge, the queerly 
twisting streets, the old residences, 
many of them a reminiscence of colonial 
days, the pleasant drives along streets 
shaded by ancient elms, areall in keeping 
with the place.
